FACULTY AND 
ACADEMICS 
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ENGLISH DEPARTMENT 


This year a great deal of progress was made in the devel- 
opment of closer relations between the English Department 
and the other units on campus, Great emphasis was placed 
on speech in subjects outside the regular English program, 
Instructors of such subjects as Economics, History, and 
Salesmanship, among others, stressed the importance of 
speech in their courses. Students were encouraged to 
participate in the annual Speech Contest in both the Grade 
School and the High School Departments. 

In the High School, the English program included two 
courses, The first, English, the attention of which was 
centered on the writing of essays, term papers, etc. and on 
the learning of vocabulary, was offered five times a week. 
The other course, Literature, was more so centered on the 
reading and comprehension of novels, poetry, plays, etc., 
was offered three times a week. It is felt that the combina- 
tion of these courses provide a well-rounded course of study 
and enhance the speaking, reading, and writing abilities of 
the students. 
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LANGUAGE DEPARTMENT 

The language program offered at Saint Joseph College 
has proved to be very effective over the past years. This 
year, there have been many improvements in the develop- 
ment of this department. Students are given greater 
opportunities to come in contact with native speakers of 
France and Spain. Increased interest in the languages on 
the part of the students was made possible by frequent 
visitations of individuals and groups who serve to proffer the 
distinct cultures to the students. 

The program requires entering freshmen to take either 
Spanish or French for a minimum of two years. In the 
Junior and Senior years, however, students have the option 
of either continuing their language courses for the remaining 
two years, or take Economies I & II. 

The goal of this department is to provide the students 
with fluency in speaking, writing, and reading in the lan- 
guages. Students, even with only two years of study, find 
languages a great asset in their college education and later on 
in their professional lives. 


SOCIAL SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 

The Social Science Department at S.J.C. has become 
more and more active this year. It is in this department that 
the most field trips are scheduled to sites of historical value 
throughout the archipelago of Japan. ‘The increased 
availability of films, slides, and other audio-visual equipment 
has been a resourceful addition to the Social Science pro- 
gram. 

Although courses relating to this program are provided in 
the Grade School Department, it is actually in the High 
School that the students are offered a complete program of 
world cultures. During the four years in the high school, 
students are offered Comparitive Government in the Fresh- 
man year followed by European History in the Sophomore 
year. During the Junior and Senior years, the courses 
become more intensive. The students are offered American 
History and Far Eastern Studies, respectively. In the 
present world of inter-cultural exchanges, it is felt that this 
program is of immense value in the education of the future 
citizens of the world. 


BUSINESS DEPARTMENT 

Saint Joseph College provides a business program geared 
to serve the students who are business-inclined. The 
Business Department consists of a comprehensive program 
in which the students are familiarized with the fundamentals 
of business-related courses. In the Junior year, students are 
offered Accounting, Speech, and Economics I. Then, in the 
Senior year, Salesmanship/Advertising, Economies II, and 
Business English are offered. It is believed that this well- 
rounded course offering will greatly benefit the students, who, 


later, will be majoring in business in college or seeking jobs. 

The goals of the Business Department are to help the 
students understand and experience everyday business 
practices and procedures in the actual business world. 
Meetings with prominent industrialists, businessmen, and 
bankers, and frequent visitations to banks, stock exchanges, 
and other commercial jnstitutions provide the students 
with first-hand knowledge and experience. It is the 
ulterior aim of the Business Department to make well- 
balanced, highly-efficient businessmen of SJC students who 
follow the Business program. 


SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 


Students at Saint Joseph College are offered a very com- 
prehensive science program. Тһе Science Department has, 
over the past years, strived to foster the needs of all. 
It has succeeded in taking care of the special needs of 
the students. This is being accomplished by combining the 
Freshmen and the Sophomores. The more advanced stu- 
dents are placed in a more intensive program. Those with 
lesser abilities are placed in a program to serve their needs. 

After being taught General Science and Biology during 
these two years, students are able to study Chemistry in 
their junior year and Physics in their senior year. Incor- 
porated in these courses are what most students consider 
the best part of the subjects—laboratory work. Students 
are permitted to dissect laboratory pets in their Biology 
class. The lab periods in chemistry and physics serve to 
broaden the students’ horizons. The Science Department 
has succeeded in its efforts. 


MATHEMATICS DEPARTMENT 

Saint Joseph College is proud to have a strong and effec- 
tive mathematics program instructed by distinguished and 
competent teachers. In the present world of rapid techno- 
logical progress, the role of mathematics has become a very 
important field of study. The goal of this department is to 
provide the students with an excellence in rational thinking 
and reasoning. Students at SJC have the opportunity to 
take Algebra I in the Eighth Grade, while ordinarily, the 
course is offered during the Freshman year. It is due to this 
advance offering that, allows Seniors to study Calculus. The 
very fact that students here are one level higher than most 
High School graduates has been proven by the high results 
on the SAT test attained by SJC students. Furthermore, 
the excellent math program has provided students with 
great success in the annual math contests. Students who 
follow the entire five-year math program offered in 8.7.0. 
all agree that they are greatly indebted to the excellent
